REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE, 


In entering upon the duties of the office of School Committee, I 
considered it of great importance to have an opportunity to meet 
every person who expected to teach in our district schools during 
the year, whether applying for such a position for the first time, or 
having had long experience, and holding certificates given in 
former years, or diplomas as graduates of the high school. I be- 
lieved it possible, by bringing a number of teachers together, to 
have exercises of a character to benefit them in management and 
instruction in their schools. Notice was given that meetings would 
be held in High School Hall, during each Saturday in April from g 
o’clock A.M. A large proportion of those so expecting were pres- 
ent on some one of the days named. During the month named 
young ladies from neighboring towns called on the committee, and 
earnestly entreated to have a private examination. It was not 
granted, and one of those applicants gave up her school which she 
had engaged. In each case the appointment of days for exam- 
jnation was known. ‘The examinations were in no sense pub- 
lic, as exposing any Jack of qualifications or as exhibiting superior 
acquirements, to any person except the committee ; for the whole 
work on the part of candidates was written, and no paper was 
examined by any one except by myself. 

The questions and topics prepared for the examination were 
intended to afford an opportunity to show acquired knowledge and 
skill in exhibiting an intelligent comprehension of the various sub- 
jects such as teachers ought to possess. Below are given some of 
the subjects presented, and specimens of the treatment they 
received : 


GEOGRAPHY. 


(1) a. Zones. 
‘‘ Zones are broad belts or divisions of the earth’s surface, bound- 


ed by the tropics and polar circles.” 
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(1) c. What would be the width of the torrid zone if’ the axis 
of the earth were inclined to the plane of its orbit 30° ?” 

Ans. “60°” were given by ten, to whom the question was 
submitted. 

(6) a. Give the names of four large rivers emptying into the 
Arctic ocean. 

Four gave the number required; three names were given by 
six ; one paper gave one name, and one none. 

(6) b. What event within the last two years has given a melan- 
cholly interest to one of these rivers? 

“The loss of the Jeanette,” was the answer given by three of 
the fifteen to whom the question was submitted. 

(9) Give names of States where the following named minerals 
are found in greatest abundance: iron, coal, lead, copper, gold, 
silver, naming one State for each mineral in the order as above. 

(11) Compare the Amazon with the Thames in as many particu- 
lars as you can in the space of six lines. 

“The Amazon flows through a country thinly inhabited, and 
where the climate is unfavorable to civilization. London, the seat 
of civilization, and the centre of the world’s commerce, is built 
upon the banks of the Thames.” 


GRAMMAR. 


(1) One day in September I sat myself upon the prostrate trunk 
of a tree, which had been fallen by the ruthless blows of the wood- 
man’s axe. While [ was setting there I recalled the day of my 
boyhood, when I sat the sapling in the ground and was sad to see 
the sturdy oak laying low. 


The foregoing was given to be corrected to only a few. In no 
case were more than three errors detected, and no perfect papers 
were returned. 

(5) The following selection was given to be copied, making the 
proper capital letters, inserting the necessary punctuation marks, 
and correcting misspelled words. 

‘alone alone and every step the mist thickens arround me on 
these mountain tracks to loose ones way they say is sometimes 
death what ho hallo no tongue replies to me I dare not stop the 
day though not half run is not less sure to end his course and night 


will soon be here wrapped in most appaling fear I dare not stop nor 
dare I yet procede begirt with hidden dangers if I take this hand it 
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carrys me still deeper into the wild and savage solitudes Id shun 
where once to faint with hunger is to die they say if this it leads 
me to the presipice whose brink with fatall horror rivits him that 
treads upont til drunk with fear he reels into the gaping void and 
headlong down plunges to stil more hideous death cursed slaves to 
let me wander from them ho hallo my voice sounds weaker to mine 
ear Ive not the strength to call I had and through my limbs cold 
tremor runs and sickening faintness seizes on my heart” 

The result showed an intelligent and critical comprehension of 
the meaning of the author, a skillful use of marks of punctuation, 
and correct spelling, with a few exceptions. 


HISTORY. 


(1) Give an account of the settlement of Plymouth, Mass., ex- 
tending not more than eight lines. 

The above was submitted to twelve young ladies, and five only 
returned any account. ‘The following are two selections : 


“ A sect of people called Puritans fled from England on account 
of persecutions for religious belief, and landed at Plymouth in the 
winter of 1620. Afterwards others of the same sect joined them, 
and a permanent settlement was made.” 

“Christopher Columbus, after his wonderful discovery of America, 
and landing at Plymouth in 1492, returned to his home. A city 
was soon founded near by, and called Plymouth in remembrance 
of the landing. 

(2) Give the names of the thirteen colonies which sent dele- 
gates to the Continental Congress, who signed the Declaration of 
Independence. 

One answer was correct; one included Vermont and omitted 
Rhode Island. Maine, Vermont, West Virginia, and Florida were 
included in several lists, and Rhode Island, Pennsylvania, Delaware, 
North Carolina, South Carolina, and Georgia were omitted severally 
in different lists. 

(7) What generals in the American army, during the war of 
1812, were afterwards elected presidents of the United States ? 

Answers : “‘ Washington ;” ‘“ Washington, Taylor ;” “ Jackson, 
Polk ;” ‘ Polk, Andrew Johnson.” 

(8) Who was president during that war ? 

Jefferson was named twice ; Madison, once ; Monroe, twice. 
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(10) Same as {7) in reference to the Mexican War. 
Answers: “Lincoln, Buchanan ;” “ U. 8S. Grant ;” “Lincoln, 
Grant ;” ‘‘Jefferson, Taylor.” 


ARITHMETIC. 


(4) If A. and B. perform a piece of work in 8 days, working 
together, and A. performs twice as much work as B., in what time 
can each perform the work alone? 

Analysis by one teacher : 

“ A. does 2 of the work, B. 4. If B. does 3 in 8 days in 3 times 
8 days, or 24 days, he would do the whole. A does 2 in 8 days, 
and 4 in 4 days; 8-+-4—=12 days.” 

Solution by proportion : 


2:1 :: 8: 12—12 days’ time in which A. can do the work. 
Ae pits) S124 2A days: time in which B. can do the work.” 


Eight gave correct results ; three gave 54 days for A. and 2% for 
B.; one gave 10% for A.” 


(6) Ahall 40 feet long and 35 feet wide is to be carpeted. 
Allowing no waste for matching and no breadth of the carpet to be 
cut lengthwise, how many yards of carpeting 1-yard wide will be 
required if the breadths run lengthwise of the hall? How many 
if crosswise ? 


From the whole list of questions and subjects prepared, different 
selections were made at the different meetings. Whatever want of 
thorough accquaintance was shown by the papers returned to the 
committee, an especial deficiency was manifest in knowledge of 
the history of the United States. To this subject I have called 
attention in former years and strongly urged upon teachers to give 
instructions therein, although no text-books were placed in the 
hands of the pupils. The history of our country is so abundant 
in incidents of peculiar interest, that every teacher may find some 
story to relate to his scholars from week to week, so that the main 
points will be deeply impressed upon their young minds. 


At these several meetings I endeavored to give prominence to the 
ways and means of giving such instruction and imparting such knowl- 
edge as can be applied at once to every stage of child life. In the 
happy home the child lives among scenes and runs in paths suited 
to its age, and its mind feeds on adapted food ; so children and 
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youth should find the instruction of the school-room, and all the 

incidents thereof on such a grade that they may climb by natural 

steps to higher plains and run in new fields. They are too gen- 

erally led to have little thought of learning anything beyond what 

is contained in their books. To repeat fluently the definitions, 

rules, and statements contained therein, in the precise language of 
the printed form. to answer all the set questions in just such terms 

as are given in the text, seems to be the encircling boundary of all 

desirable acquirement. Dull, uninteresting, is the array of words and 

incomprehensible ser:tences which confronts the learner in tedious 

succession from day to day. Into all this, it needs that the voice of 
some living person—some animated countenance beaming with in- 

terest like a light to attract—shall impart life. To talk the same 

things, to turn them about, to clothe them in garments of speech, 

to open avenues barred by rigid forms and formidable words, to light 

up dark meanings by familiar terms, is to throw open the shutters 

of a darkened room, where the inmates see no beauty of form or 

color, and let the sun reveal its charms. So by the living teachers | 
are the truths that enfold the child’s life outwardly and inwardly, 

made to cast their light into his being and become a part thereof, 

There are events transpiring in the life of children and youth which 

apt and skillful teachers can use to interest and instruct their pupils 

so that all the rigid forms of books will become warm and living 

bodies. By such a method active minds become thoughtful and 

inquiring, and many subjects of the young life’s experience would 

be brought to the teacher for explanation and for instruction. 


At the closing examinations of many schools, I have listened to 
almost perfect recitations as laid down in the books ;- but if a ques- — 
tion was risked beyond the set form it was hazardous, lest thereby 
I should mar the beauty and excellence of the performance. A 
class in geography have studied that portion relating to our own 
country.. In “turn” the text is recited with fluency and general cor- 
rectness ; but ask a pupil to imagine himself to stand on the levee 
at New Orleans and tell you what agricultural products are being 
unloaded from the Mississippi steamboats, or loaded into great 
sailing vessels bound to Europe ; or, ask him with what produce 
the railroad trains’ are loaded that come into St. Louis and into 
Minneapolis, and with what the Eastward-bound trains from the 
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same cities are loaded, and very likely it would not occur to him 
that New Orleans is the great cotton mart of America, and that St. 
Louis and Minneapolis are noted for their extensive flouring mills. 
Problems in arithmetic that are of constant application in busi- 
ness transactions have been given to pupils expert in the solution 
of examples in the book. The result has not shown ability to ap- 
ply their knowledge of arithmetic to common mercantile trade. 
From the beginning of my work with the teachers, I have 
endeavored to impress upon their minds the supreme advan- 
tage of constantly giving work to be done, that has an inti- 
mate connection with the business affairs of every household, 
from the buying a paper of pins and making change therefor 
to estimating the capacity of a granary in bushels, or to finding 
the balance due to either side in a barter trade of dairy products 
for family groceries. I do not by any means entertain the 
notion that books are not to be in constant use, but 1 sometimes 
have felt, when it seemed to me that no idea was ever presented 
to the school, or work given to be done, except in the prescribed 
form of the books, that I would be glad to remove every book from 
the school-room for a month, and have only paper, slate and pencil, 
blackboard and crayon, and put the teacher upon her own 
resources to impart instruction. To very little children she might 
talk to them of birds singing in the grove, or fields, or pastures 
about the school-house, of their nests and the eggs in them. They 
know and understand all these words as she speaks them. They 
are familiar with the sound. ‘They know the form of each object: 
Now is the time to teach them the writen or printed word. Write 
it on the blackboard, or paper, or slate. So written it always 
means to the eye what the spoken word does tothe ear. The child 
is learning to read, and is happy as when he took his first step or 
spoke the first word his mother taught him. ‘The child learns to 
talk, though its mother does not call attention to each particular 
element of the sound in each word; so the eye will catch each 
written word, though the name of each character or letter is not 
known to the child. The first lesson is to teach that certain written 
forms mean things ; that a succession of written words tells some- 
thing about the thing or object in mind—* the bird is on her nest.” 
The story is written, and the child can read. And now the names 
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of those little letters can be learned ; they have a use; the child 
cares for them. Other words are written, and the same letters 
may be used. In just this way may the printed page be used, 
and the child learns to read the simple stories of the primer. 
Older children and youth may be instructed beyond the pages 
turned over before their eyes from day to day. The leaves of the 
trees and shrubs, gathered by the wayside or from the woods, or 
the grasses, and flowers collected from the fields, given to the school 
to be arranged in order, according to some similarity of shape or 
texture, may be made to teach lessons of wonderful interest and to 
train young minds to habits of methodical thought. 
Shakespeare makes the “‘ Old Duke” say : 
“And this our life : ~ 7 . * £ 
Finds tongues in trees, books in the running brooks, 
Sermons in stones, and good in everything.” 


* 
This was his experience during a long term in Nature’s Normal 


School. 

It has been a great satisfaction to observe the success attending 
the efforts of several of our teachers in bringing into the school-room 
work to be cone which they sought out from the storehouse of their 
own and their children’s experience. Some have expressed them- 
selves as surprised at the good result, and the children have been 
enthusiastic to exhibit their accomplishments. It has been espec- 
ially gratifying to be told by experienced teachers that they shall 
remember with gratitude the assistance they have received from the 
advice and suggestions of the committee in this direction. 

Much that has been written in preceding pages applies directly 
to instruction in the High School. With hopeful anticipations the 
committee listened to the statements of the new principal at the 
examination before his engagement, of his methods of instruction 
and government, and it is with pleasure that it can be justly said 
those hopes have been realized. 

At the beginning of the school year, it was announced to the 
teachers and pupils in the district schools, that to such as appeared 
qualified at the closing of the term to enter the High School with 
benefit to themselves, a card of admission would be given before 
the opening in August. At the same time teachers were requested 
to refrain from giving any assurance to their pupils, or to the parents 
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of the pupils, of their qualifications to enter at the time. This 
seemed to have an inspiring effect upon all who had hopes of 
receiving a card, and led to diligent study. In the middle of the 
summer, such cards were sent to twenty-eight scholars, of whom all 
but four became members of the High School. 

In closing my report, I submit the following statement in regard 
to school money raised in former years, which, it appears from the 
‘annual statements of the standing of the town,” has not been ap- 
propriated to the support of schools: I find there was due District 
No. 23, March 1, 1869, $24.85. This amount was augmented from 
year to year till March 1, 1876, it was $125.51. In the statement 
made March 1, 1881, the amount due District No. 19 was reported 
to be $53.74, and increased yearly to $192.27, March 1, 1884. As 
there has been no school in the last-named district during the past 
year and $47.47 having been apportioned thereto, the amount due 
at the present date is $239.74. The amount due District No. 7 
March 1, 1882, was stated to be $45.06. In 1884 it had increased 
to $61.56. By the “statement” March 1, 1881, it appeared that 
the amount due District No. 2 was $44.51. 

I have been unable to find any evidence that any school money 
has been paid to either of the districts named in any year other 
than the amount apportioned to the several districts from the sum 
raised by taxation and accruing from other sources in each year. 
District No. 23 has a territorial existence only. The only home- 
steads having families living theron fifteen years ago or since, have 
been annexed to a school district in Henniker. 

The total amount thus unappropriated is $471.32.
